The marriage of May and Jess 
Campbell, which ended in a slay­ 
ing, started from a wager. 
"She married him on a bet,’’ 
was the way it was expressed 
“off stage” by A. M. Keene, Taft 
newspaper man, who knew both 
the man and the woman in the 
murder case now being tried In 
the 
Orange 
county 
superior 
court. 
Keene, incidentally, in making 
known the fact that Mrs. Camp­ 
bell’s 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
A. 
M. 
Wilkes, wife of a wealthy Taft 
oil operator, is the champion wo­ 
men trapshooter of the Pacific 
Coast, revealed a bit of fate’s 
grim Irony. 
Dexterity with a 
weapon 
brought 
fame to 
the 
daughter. 
To the mother it 
brought suffering and menace. 
“I knew May Smith at Taft 
when she married Jess Camp­ 
bell," said Keene, "it must have 


been five or six years ago. 
"It was an unusual case—their 
marriage. 
She had known him 
but - a few days. 
He was 
a 
driller employed by 
the 
com­ 
pany of Jack McKeon, who was 
on the stand here at the trial. 
Jack is now head of his own 
company at Signal Hill. 
May 
was keeping house at the head­ 
quarters of the company at that 
time. 
“May made a bet with Jack 
that she would be married with­ 
in a week. 
She won it. for with­ 
in the week she was married to 
Jess Campbell. 
Campbell knew 
nothing about the bet." 
Mrs Wilkes, daughter of Mrs. 
Campbell, is a national figure as 
a sportswoman. 
As stated, she 
Is an expert shot, 
holding the 
Pacific coast trap title for wo­ 
men. 


“From my view of the situation, I

Tells Amazing Story 
Today’s recess came as a hosta In 
the wake of the woman’s dram atic 
words from the witness stand

yesterday, when she told an amazing 
story of Illicit love; of having beeh 
linked to wealth, politics 8 nd social 
position; of how these formed a bar­ 
rier which she could not surm ount 
end which left her broken and dis­ 
carded at Its foot, bound, so the de­ 
fense contends, for the madhouse. 
Into the trial was brought for the 
first time the promised revelation of 
her fll-fated venture into the high 
I'laces: of her asserted life as the 
chattel of a millionaire, whom she

She told of 
heT fall and rise, and of her fall 
again, adm itting wih the sam e breath 
that:

Wingfield, former cowboy, now a

Coast, was named by the woman as 
the man with whom she had lived in 
"the old days" at Goldfield. 
She 
told that he had taken $5000 
from 
her, with which he had gambled and 
won 
from 
“Long-Shorty" Kendall, 
now a mem ber of the senate of the 
United States. 
She described how, 
after living seven years as his wife, 
he became wealthy and wa* taken 
up bv United States Senator Nixon, 
of Nevada, now deceased, who drew 
him into the circles of finance and 
elevated him to the social realm. 
Doora Closed to Her 
The new doors were closed to her, 
she said, and her renunciation came. 
She was ‘bought off” with a beauti, 
ful borne In San Jose and was grad­ 
ually abandoned by the man she lov­ 
ed, she asserted. 
"And,” she said, 
attem pting 
to 
raise her head from 
the 
pillows 
against which she was propped, “I 
still love him right now.” 
Drooping weakly in the easy chair, 
her dark eves luminous in a pallid 
face, her story of men noted in state 
and national life sent a thrill all 
through the courtroom.

Dry Chief Ready For War 
To Back Home Brew Edict

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22— Horae brewing that violates the 
Volstead law will be stopped. 
That is Commissioner Haynes’ position respecting his anti­ 
home brew order as he stated it to the United Press today in an 
interview. 
“My job,” said Haynes, “is to stop everything the Volstead 
law says is illegal. 
I am going to do that to the utmost of my 
power. 
I know efforts will be made in the courts aud elsewhere 
to overturn the order recently issued for preventing the sale of 
articles advertised for use in home brewing. 
But you may safely 
assume that when those efforts are made we will be prepared to 
meet them.” 
Scores of arrests and the closing of nine distilleries in Mary­ 
land, Kentucky, Ohio and Pennsylvania will be made within the 
next few days, it was stated at Haynes’ office today. 
Haynes said that many wealthy bootleggers are to be taken 
in Baltimore, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, possibly Chicago and a 
number of smaller eastern cities.

EX-KAISER KARL IN 
NEW PLOT TO SEIZE 
THRONE IN HUNGARY

LONDON, CCL 22. — Ex-Kai­ 
ser Kart Is back in Hungary to­ 
day, 
seeking 
to 
regain 
the 
throne. 
He has been proclaim­ 
ed king. 
This word reached here In dis­ 
patches from Vienna and Oden­ 
burg. 
The former emperor, 
leaving his exile in Switzerland, 
and accompanied by Ex-Empress 
Zita, 
and 
two other persons, 
flew to Odenburg in an airplane 
piloted by a German airman. 
In acordance with the plans 
of the monarchist plotters, two 
battalions of troops were wait­ 
ing at Odenburg — which is in 
Austria, just over 
the Hungar­ 


ian frontier — ready 
to escort 
him in triumph to Budapest, the 
capital. 
Kart wa* proclaimed King of 
Hungary by his “army” and at 
once prepared to march to Buda­ 
pest, where, according to an un­ 
official dispatch to the foreign 
office, a provisional government 
under Count Julius Andrassy has 
already been set up in his favor. 
This is Karl’s second attempt 
to regain the throne in Hungary. 
His first effort ended In failure 
when the people refused to rally 
to him. 
He was permitted to 
depart unmolested however when 
he promised to refrain from fur­ 
ther coups.

MAKE IT TWO HOURS 


The sentiment seems to be spreading rapidly among the busi­ 
ness men that a two-hours’ parking limit in the business district is the 
very least time that should be allowed. 
The principal object of the 
proposed ordinance is to eliminate all-day parking, and that would be 
accomplished as well by a two-hours’ limit as by a limit of one hour 
or one hour and a half. 
On the other hand, the extension of the limit to two hours would 
undoubtedly he more satisfactory to shoppers than a shorter-time limit, 
and would minimize the chance of having shoppers tagged (and of­ 
fended) for unintentionally over-staying their time. 
The merchants argue — and it is undoubtedly true — that when 
a woman gets to shopping an hour passes very quickly, and that even 
with all possible expedition a woman can’t accomplish much in the way 
of shopping in one hour. 
One of the object* of the proposed parking ordinance is to ac­ 
commodate out-of-town trade, and it is the testimony of Los Angeles 
merchants that the stringent parking regulations in that city have lost 
them a great deal of out-of-town business. 
The Register believes that some limit on parking time will he in 
the interest of the greatest good to the greatest number, and that a 
reasonable limit is necessary and should be imposed; but the more 
it investigates and considers the proposition in all its phases, the more 
firmly it believes that a one-hour limit is too stringent.

The prison labor problem has so 
many angles to It that it is exceed­ 
ingly difficult to give all the details 
necessary to a proper understanding 
i of it in the brief space of a letter; 
nevertheless I welcome the oppor- 
I tunity presented by your inquiry to 
give you information that 
yon 
in 
turn may pass to your readers or to 
be used in any manner that you de- 
I sire. 
i 
\ 
If you were here on the ground 
with me so that I could take yon all 
over the prison and through oar fac­ 
tories and tell you something of the 
history of the industrial side of the 
prison, contrasting it with what we 
are doing now, and explain our plans 
for the future and answer such ques­ 
tio n s as would occur to you, I am 
sure that you would get a clearer 
! idea of the problem than yon will get 
, from my letter, bat as you are not 
here, I will explain the m atter as 
fully as I can through this medium. 
A Perplexing Problem. 
The prison labor problem has al­ 
ways and everywhere been perplex­ 
ing. 
Consider the 
complaints 
that 
you often hear made by employers 
of labor concerning lack of interest, 
industry and efficiency on the part 
of workers, and then rem ember that 
on the industrial side, prison man­ 
agement has all of the same difficul­ 
ties plus this 
fact, 
that 
generally 
speaking the employer of labor has 
the opportunity of selecting his em­ 
ployes with a view to their qualifica­ 
tions for the employment that he has 
to offer, and when they do not prove 
sufficiently qualified or expert or in­ 
terested or industrious, 
he 
doesn't 
keep them in his service; whereas 
men who come to prison are not se- 


j leeted by the prison managers be­ 
cause of their special fitness, but 
are sometimes sent because in the 
world’s battle they have shown un­ 
fitness. 
I do not mean by this to 
in any way indicate that every man 
who is sent to prison is proven unfit 
or that there are no men who are 
expert, for there are many men who 
are very fit for 
some 
service 
and 
some of them expert. 
I merely try 
to convey the idea that we have the 
average employment problems plus. 
Not Much M onetary Value. 
It must, be obvious to any one who 
gives 
the 
question 
a 
moment's 
thought that in the very nature of 
things some of the work performed 
by men in prison, while requiring in­ 
dustry and in some cases skill, Is not 
of great monetary valne, because It 
is incidental to their own incarcera­ 
tion. 
For example, the upkeep of an 
institution of this kind, the neces­ 
sity of sanitation, sweeping, clean­ 
ing, 
preparation 
and 
serving 
of 
meals, barbering, etc., are all neces­ 
sary but not valued as would be 
the same sort of service on the out­ 
side. 
However, that is merely a side­ 
light. Let me explain the main indus­ 
trial features. 
Our labor may be 
divided into three heads as follows: 
(I) Productive labor, or labor partly 
productive. 
(2) 
Non-productive la- 
bar. or labor not directly productive. 
(3) Lost labor. 
Yesterday 
our 
total 
population 
amounted to 1995. 
Of that number 
we had engaged in 
productive 
or 
partly productive labor, 1262; non­ 
productive, or not directly produc­ 
tive, 638; lost labor, 95. 
Under the 
head of productive labor, we would 
classify our factories like the jute 
mill, tailor shop, shoe shop, furniture 
factory, tinware department, machine 
shop and foundry (to keep factories 
lr, running order) 
and dairy, 
hog 
ranch, poultry yards, and vegetable 
gardens. 
The non-productive labor 
takes in a long list partly covered 
by the following: 
Office work, com­ 
missary, 
accounting, 
telephone op­ 
erators, upholsterers, photographers, 
locksmiths, gate and door tenders, 
hospital nurses and attendants, jani­ 
tors, sweepers, stablemen, barbers, 
w hitew ashes, those engaged In re­ 
pair and construction work for the 
upkeep of the plant and its various 
departments such as the carpenters, 
painters, plumbers, electricians and 
road men. and those working under 
the engineer in engine room, steam 
plant, ice plant and 
cold 
storage, 
and salt water pump, and those work­ 
ing in the flower gardens, laundry, 
and library. 
Lost labor includes pa­ 
tients in the hospitals, those in the 
tuberculosis ward, those temporarily 
excused from 
employment 
by 
the 
physician, cripples, Infirm, insane or 
under observation, etc 
. 
Analysis of Productivity. 
L et me analyze for you the pro­ 
ductive labor. 
I deal now with the 
factories that make things to sell 
and from which 
we 
derive 
some 
revenue. 
In the jute mill there are 739 men 
assigned converting raw jute through 
all Its various processes into burlap 
cloth and the cloth into grain bags. 
W e make an average 12,000 bags a 
day, and have ready to sell between 
3,500 OOO and 4,OOO,ODO hags a year. 
Last year we sold most of the bags 
we produced at fifteen cents each, 
whereas this year bags were offered 
at six cents each and it was prac­ 
tically impossible to sell them. 
In 
this respect our industry was like a 
good many others, the buyers were 
on strike and apparently unwilling 
to buy at even a very low price. This 
does not necessarily mean that the 
jute mill is the wrong Industry, bat 
It does indicate the necessity of so 
managing that there is sufficient sur­ 
plus from good years to keep things 
running in lean years. 
The jute mill 
may not be the very best industry 
for the prison, but to realize the ad- 
| vantages as well as the disadvant- 
; ages one must know something of Its 
history. 
It was established in the 
early 80’s, because at that time it 
was deemed advisable to have some 
sort of a plant that would provide 
work for the prisoners without in­ 
terfering with either free labor or 
Invested capital and 
as 
California 
was at that time a great grain state 
and there was need for grain bags and 
there were no bag factories in the 
state, it was considered a good in­ 
dustry 
It Is a good industry in that 
it enables us to provide work for 
many men. as it absorbs raw and un­ 
skilled labor readily; bat in a sea­ 
son like we have just gone through, 
the revenues do not begin to pay 
the subsistence of the workers in the 
mill to say nothing of any sort of 
wage for them. 


In 1911 the legislature p a s s e d w hat 
Is known as the S tate U s e 
.P la n of 
employing labor in the p r is o n s . 
This 
is undoubtedly what you h ad i n m ind 
when you told mo in your l e t t e r . th at 
you were under the im p r e s s io n th at 
during the adm inistration o f

W. Johnson a law was p a s s e d pro­ 
viding for the em ploym ent 
o f p ris­ 
oners. The law th at you h ad i n m ind 
was passed and it is a m o st e x c e l l e n t 
piece of legislation and it is w o r k in g 
out well. 
Under this law t h e p riso n 
directors were given the 
p o w e r 
to 
m anufacture articles for o t h e r sta te 
institutions and subdivisions 
o f the 
state 
governm ent 
F o llo w in g ; 
the 
passage of this legislation t h e r e w as 
some experim enting done a n d 
som e 
work preparatory to the s t a r t i n g of 
the factories. 
In 1915 the l e g i s l a t u r e 
provided the money n e c e s s a r y fo r a 
revolving fond out of w h ich 
t o buy 
raw m aterials to be used in t h e S ta te 
U se factories. 
A fter the 
r e v o lv in g 
fund becam e available w e a r r a n g e d 
to make articles for o th er s t a t e in­ 
stitutions, purchasing the 
r a w 
m a­ 
terials out of our rev o lv in g ; 
fund, 
and after the other in s titu tio n s paid 
us for the articles 
we 
r e p le n is h e d 
the revolving fund. 
W e s o u g h t and 
secured some business from t h e s ta te 
hospitals and 
normal 
s c h o o l s 
and 
various state offices, boards a n d co m ­ 
missions. reaching out on o n e 
hand 
for orders and on the o th e r d e v e lo p ­ 
ing the factories to take c a r e o f the 
business. 
W e began by m a k i n g fu r­ 
niture, and at this point I m a y say 
that we had to make f u r n itu r e m ak ­ 
ers as we went along w ith t h e m ak ­ 
ing of furniture.

of the public from reckless and irre­ 
sponsible driving. He advocated one 
of his pet principles, that persons

damage they might do. 
The judge also scored Los Angeles 
county authorities for their ‘‘spas­ 
modic” methods of enforcing traffic 
laws. 
He remarked that Los Ange­ 
les drivers who nm foul of the Orange 
county laws and were treated to the 
Cox brand of justice, were invariably 
deeply surprised and “headed straight 
back for Los Angeles county where 
they could speed as much as they 
wanted to.” 
It was this portion of the article

comment from the auto club’s legal 
department.

“Concerns that attempt to give the 
public nothing but a discount spring 
up from time to time.

The conference on legislative reapportionment, 
held In Sacramento last Friday, was a harmonious 
gathering. 
I* resulted in a unanimous decision to 
submit to The People, at the general election next 
year, an Initiative Amendment to the State Constitu­ 
tion changing the present basis of apportionment. 
The Constitution now provides that there shall 
be forty Senatorial and eighty Assembly districts, 
“ as nearly equal in population as may be,” on the 
basis of the Federal census. 
The proposed Amendment provides 
that 
there 
shall be one Senator from each county, and no more, 
save that no Senatorial district shall be created 
with less than 10,000 inhabitants. 
As there are sev­ 
enteen counties with less than 10.000 each, the re­ 
sult in their case would be the grouping of such coun­ 
ties to form new Senatorial districts, the total num­ 
ber of Senatorial districts being restricted by the 
Amendment to forty-five. 
It has been proposed to allow each county a 
Senator. 
But, in view of the scanty population of 
a considerable number of them, it was concluded 
that the vote of the large cities would be too strong 
against such representation to permit its adoption 
There are, for example, two counties— Alpine and 
Mono—that have less than 1,000 inhabitants each, 
and a number of counties that have but a few thou­ 
sand each. 
The object of the proposed Constitutional Amend­ 
ment is to prevent the great centers of population 
In California, such as Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Oakland, from gaining control of the Legisla­ 
ture, as they surely would if reapportionment of 
Senatorial districts were made solely on the basis 
of the Federa' census of 1920. 
That consequence would be a danger to the best 
interests of the state, especially to the smaller towns 
and cities and the country districts in general. 
But it is not proposed to change the basis of 
representation of Assembly districts according to 
population, a concession designed to help adoption 
of the Amendment at thgf polls and also to make 
the Amendment harmonize as a whole with popu­ 
lar representation in the lower House of Congress. 
On the other hand, the proposed new basis for 
the State Senate would in large measure conform 
to representation in the United States Senate on a 
geographical basis; that is to say, by states. 
Altogether, this new' plan of Senatorial represen­ 
tation in California is fair and just to all concern­ 
ed, despite the hostile attitude Los Angeles has 
taken in the matter. 
But that city and Los Angeles county lack the 
support of the smaller communities of Southern Cali­ 
fornia in this regard, and of its less populous coun­ 
ties. 
So there seems to be a good prospect of state 
adoption of the new plan by popular vote. 
A further conference is to take place at Fresno 
before long, representative of all parts of the state, 
at which the proposed amendment will be further 
considered. 
But it appears highly probable that the 
proposal will be fully approved, and that satisfactory 
arrangements will be made for its proper submis­ 
sion to the voters next year.
